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Claims 4-6 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple 
dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.0 l(n). Accordingly, the claims 4-6 have not 
been further treated on the merits. 

Claims 1-3 are objected to because of the following informalities: the 
claims are replete with phrases lacking antecedent basis. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The specification 
failed to provide an adequate description of the scaffold and its interconnection 
between the inner and outer frames. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1- 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
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which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 2 is indefinite as a dependent 
claim cannot un-claim elements in a claim from which it depends. The claims are 
generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. practice. 
They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and 
are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. Correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Watts. The examiner takes official notice that the use driving powers, e.g. motors 
for driving his wheels is conventional, and the use of waterproof material as 
covering to resist water is a conventional practice, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide Watts 
with driving powers and waterproof coverings in view of the conventional 
teachings. To remove an element, e.g. the wheels, as set forth in claim 2, and its 
function is an obvious mechanical expediency.
